Capitols, fine dining china, expensive luggage, glassware and 
other items. ROSTENKOWSKI purchased in excess of $50,000 in 
goods from the OSS for himself or as gifts. 


The United States Attorney for the District of 
Columbia (USA) has requested that an attempt be made to locate 
as many of these gift items as possible and that the 
recipients of the gifts be interviewed as to the circumstances 
of their receipt of these gifts. The USA has also requested 
that these interviews be conducted as soon as possible. 


Investigation into this matter has developed 
numerous names of persons who are close friends and associates 
of ROSTENKOWSKI. Interviews conducted, to date, have had a 
high level of success in locating these gift items. The names 
associated with this particular lead are persons who have 
hosted or sponsored ROSTENKOWSKI fundraisers, receptions or 
other political events that benefitted ROSTENKOWSKI. It is 
anticipated that, although no specific information exists that 
these persons received any of the aforementioned gifts from 
ROSTENKOWSKI, these interviews will also locate additional 
gift items purchased through the OSS. 


It is requested that these people be located and 
thoroughly interviewed regarding their receiving the 
aforementioned items or any other items from ROSTENKOWSKI. The 
addresses provided to receiving offices are the most recent 
available employment addresses of these persons. These 
individuals should be interviewed regarding their relationship 
with ROSTENKOWSKI and should the person have received one or 
more of the aforementioned items, all details of why they 
received the gift as well as how and when the gift was 
received should be obtained. All correspondence regarding 
these gifts, if available, should also be obtained. All 
substantial items, other than calendars or other 
inconsequential items, should be photographed. 


Additionally, the enclosed subpoenas which call for 
the production of certain items should be served on the 
individuals. Generally, all items except the congressional 
chairs should be obtained from the individual, receipts 
provided, entered into evidence and returned to oO. It is 
anticipated that these items obtained will eventually be 
returned. If items are discovered which are not the 
aforementioned items, OO should be notified as to the nature 
of the gifts and instructions will be provided as to whether 
these items should be receipted and taken into evidence.
